Applicant argues that Yokogawa does not teach a first area of the 
dielectric not being situated underneath and not being situated over the 
conductor, because Yokogawa teaches insulating layers 4 being situated 
underneath and over the conductor 

The examiner agrees that Yokogawa teaches insulating layers 4 being 
situated underneath and over the conductor. However, the rejected claims do 
not recite a first layer of the dielectric not being situated underneath and not 
being situated over the conductor. The claimed limitations merely recite a first 
area of the dielectric not being situated underneath and not being situated over 
the conductor. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
